ADMIT THEIR GUILT 


It is probable that one of the 


greatest sensations that ever swept 
over this, country was caused on Sat- 
urday morning when it was announced 
that the MoNHmara Brothers, under 
trial at ios Angeles for dynamitiue 
tiie Lra Angeles Times office aud the 
Llewellyn Iron Works had confessed. 


When the Los Angeles Times office 


was blown up twenty-one men were 
killed and 
this deed was donn by 


James B. McNamara, but when the 
iron works was dynamited it hap- 
pened that nobody was near euonf-h 
to the explosion to be killed. 
The 


dynamiting in the latter case was 
done by John J. ilcNamarn. 


Their admission of guilt caused all 


the more of a sensation because mem- 
bers of labor unions all over the 
country had maintained 
that they 


were not guilty and tnat they were 
being persecuted because they were 
members of a union. 


In order to secure them a tair trial 


unions all over the country had made 
donations of money to a fond for 
their defence, approximately $1110,000 
having been raised for this purpose. 
Wheu the men pleaded cailty to . tho 
charge aga'nsc them the expense of 
tlie trial stopped and many wonderud 
what would be done with tho money, 
most of them 
supposine 
that 
it 


would be returned to tlie donors. 
Attorney Darrow, who was conduct- 
ing the defense, 
claims, however, 


that the money has been about all 
spent, but says lie will xeuder 
a. 


detailed statement of the expenditures 
later on. 
No doubt this detailed 


statement will be interesting reading 
to a good many.

But now that tho anti-trust net Is 


seen to be effective for the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose of Its enactment,- 
we nro met by a cry from many differ- 
ent quarters for its repeal. It is said 
to be obstructive of business progress, 
to be nn attempt Lo restore old-fash- 
ioned methods of clcatructivo competi- 
tion between small units, and to make 
Impossible those useful combinations 
of capital and tho reduction of tho cost 
of production that are essential to con- 
tinned prosperity and normal growth. 


In the recent decisions tho Supremo 


court makes clear that there Is. noth- 
ing In the statute which condemns

Il must be distinctly 
understood that Incorporation under a 
federal law could not exempt tho com- 
pany thus formed nnd Ita Incornorntors 
and managers from prosecution under 
the unit-trust law for subsequent ille- 
gal conduct, but the publicity of lu 
procedure nnd the opportunity for fre- 
quent consultation with tho bureau or 
commission In charge of the Incorpora- 
tion as to tho legitimate purpose of Its 
trnnsnctlons would offer It as great se- 
curity against successful prosecutions 
for violations of the law as would bo 
practical or wise. 


Such n bureau or commission might 


well bo Invested also with the duty al- 
ready referred to, of aiding courts in 
tbe dissolution and recreation of trusts 
within tho law. It should bo nn execu- 
tive tribunal of the dignity and power 
of tho comptroller of the currency or 
tho interstate comnier.ee commission, 
which now exercise supervisory powor 
or<>r Important classes of corporations 
under federal regulation. 


The drafting of such n federal Incor- 


poration ,lnw rfould offer ample oppor- 
tunity lo prevent many manifest evils 
in corporate management 
today, in- 


cluding Irresponsibility of control 
In 


the hands of tho few who nro not tho 
real owners. 


Incorporation Voluntary.

wo may have a combination of two 
corporations, which may run on for 
years, and that subsequently tho attor- 
ney general may conclude that ft was 
a violation of tho statute, and 
that 


which was supposed by the combiners 
to be Innocent then turns out to be a 
combination in violation of the stat- 
ute. The answer to this hypothetical 
caso Is that when men- attempt 
to 


amass stupendous capita.! ns will en- 
able thorn to suppress 
competition, 


control prices nnd establish a monop- 
oly they know tho purpose of 
their 


acts. 
Men do not do such a thing 


without having-It clearly in mind. If 
what they do Is merely for the purpose 
of reducing the cost 
of 
production, 


without the thought 
of -suppressing 


competition by use of the bigness of 
the plant they are creating, then they 
cannot be convicted at. the time the 
union is made,-nor can they be con- 
victed Inter, unless It happen that later 
on they conclude to.suppress competi- 
tion and take the usual methods for 
doing so, and thus establish for. them- 
selves a monopoly.

New Remedies Suggested. 


Much "is said of the repeal of this 


statute and' of constructive legislation 
.intended to' accomplish "Uie 
: purpose 


and blaze a clear path .for honest mer- 
chants and business 'men to follow. It 
may be that such a 
plan 
will 
be 


evolved, but I submit that the 'discus- 
sions which'-have been brought'out In 
recent days by the fear of tbe 
con- 


tinued execution of the anti-trust -law 
have produced nothing but glittering 
generalities nnd have offered no line 
of distinction or rule, of- action.'1 as 


many states nnd In foreign markets; 
In otJicr words, the Interstate and for- 
eign business far exceeds the busi- 
ness done !n any one state. 
This 


fact will justify the federal govern- 
ment In granting a federal charter 
to such n combination to make and 
sell In interstate nnd foreign com- 
merce the products of us«ful manu- 
facture under such limitations as will 
secure ;i compliance with the anti- 
trust law. 
It Is possible BO to frame 


n statute that while It offers protec- 
tion to a federal company 
against 


harmful, vexatious, nnd unnecessary 
Invasion by tlfe states, It slinjl sub- 
ject It to reasonable taxation 
and 


control by the states with respect to 
Its purely locnl business. 


"Corporations organized under this 


act should bo prohibited from ac- 


have 


quiring ahd holding stock in other 
corporations (except for special rea- 
sons, upon approval by the proper 
federal 'authority), thus avoiding" the 
creation under national auspices of the 
holding

with 
subordinate 


corporations In different states, which 
has beon such an effective agency in 
tho creation of the great trusts nnd 
monopolies. 


"If the prohibition of tbe anti-trust 


net ngalnst combinations In restraint 
of trade Is to bo effectivtl/ enforced, 
It Is essential that the national gov- 
ernment shall provide for the creation 
of national corporations to carry on n 
legitimate business 
throughout the 


Unlicd States. The conflicting laws of 
the different states of the Union with 
respect to foreign corporations makes 
it difficult. If not Impossible, for one 
corporation to comply with their re- 
quirements so ns to carry on business 
In n number of different states." 


I renew the recommendation of the 


enactment of a general law providing 
for the voluntary formation of cor- 
porations to engage In trade'and com- 
merce among the states-nnd with for- 
eign nations. Every argument which 
wns then advanced for such a Inw, 
and every explanation which was at 
that time offered to possible 
objec- 


tions, have been confirmed by our ex- 
perience since the enforcement 
of 


tho anti-trust statute has resulted 'In 
the actual dissolution of active com- 
mercial • organizations. 


It Is even more manifest now than 


It was then that the denunciation of 
conspiracies in restraint 
of 
trade 


should not and does not. mean tho de- 
nial of organisations large enough. to 
bo intrusted with our Interstate and 
foreign trade. It hns been mada more 
clear now than It. was. then that n 
purely, negative statute like the anti- 
trust law may.well be supplemented 
by specific provisions-for the build-

serving uncontrolled and unrestricted 
the enterprise of the Individual, his 
Ingenuity, his Intelligence nnd his In- 
dependent courage. 


For twenty years or more this stat- 


ute hns been upon the statute book. 
All know of Its general purpose and 
approved. Many of its violators were 
cynical over Its assumed linpotenco. 


It seemed Impossible

ment. Slowly the mills of the courts 
ground, and only gradually did the ma- 
jesty-of Hie law assert itself. 
Mnny 


of its statesmen-authors died before It 
becamo a living force, and they and 
others saw the. evil grow which they 
had hoped to destroy.

cacy Is seen; now Its power Is heavy; 
now its object is near achievement

Size of New Companies. 


Objection, was made by certain In- 


dependent tobacco companies tbat tills 
settlement was unjust because It left 
companies with very large capital in 
active business, and that the settle- 
ment that would be effective to. put all 
on an equality would bo a division of 
the capital and plant of the trust Into 
small factions in amount more/nearly 
equal to that of each of the Independ- 
ent companies. 
This contention re- 


sults from a misunderstanding of the 
anti-trust law and Its purpose. 
It Is 


not intended thereby to prevent the 
accumulation of large capital in busi- 
ness enterprises In which such a com- 
bination can secure reduced cost of 
production, sale .and distribution. It 
Is directed against such an aggrega- 
tion of capital only when its purpose 
is that of stifling competition, enhanc- 
ing or controlling prices nnd estab- 


tinued prosperity and normal growth. 


In the recent decisions the Supreme 


court makes clear that there is noth- 
ing in the statute which condemns 
combinations of capital or mere big- 
ness of plant 
organized 
to secure 


economy in production and a reduc- 
tion of its cost. It Is only when 
the 


purpose or necessary effect of tho or- 
ganization ands maintenance 
of, 
the 


combination or the aggregation of im- 
mense size are the stifling of eouipetl- 
lion. actual and potential, nnd tho en- 
hancing of prices, and establishing 
a 


monopoly, that the statute is violated. 
Mere size Is no sin against the law. 
The merging of two or more business 
plants necessarily eliminates competi- 
tion between the units thus combined, 
but this elimination Is in contravention 
of the statute only when the combina- 
tion is made for purpose of ending this 
particular competition in order to se- 
cure control of, and enhance, prices 
and create a monopoly.; 


Lack of Definiteness in the Statute.

of tin.' outrase. The ordinary prolRP- 
riou. with wliioh he had surrounded 
ItlTiiafilf, had proven itisutnclc'nt. 
The 


polii-u of MOBCOW were remiss In per- 
mlrl.hiK the dlgslnK ol' tlie mine under 
their iiiMfa, so to 
spuak. 
In

crisis he sent, for Oonural Drenteln. 
the chief of the sfcrct 
police, 
und 


charged him with Che corn-mission of 
brlngSiiK the would-be assassins to jtis^ 
line. 
General -nrunlirln was v.-ell IHtt-d for 


the task. Tie was hard, crunl 'and as 
ruinorsulcua as tlcnth Itself, and had 
bec'ii the <:auao of seiulinj': many pris- 
oners to Sfbc-ria.

tried to -oscatio. and the penalty an,- 
nounced 'by tho general wa« hanging:. 
Ills personal bravery

places without fe-.tr. 
Six -months be- 


fore Ihe Moscow attempt-oii'llie czar's 
lii'e a Nihilist, named .Mlrski, had shot 
at the chief of tin; secret police and 
had escaped. Urenteln had taken the 
thing with characteristic calmness, 
liis wound, which was slight, was 
bound up, and ho at onct- resumed his 
otllelal duties. 


This, then, was the man who was to 


uncover the mystery of the Moscow 
mine. 
He went about his work with 


provoking deliberation. 
He was con- 


fident that the explosion was part of a 
great gonc-ral conspiracy and that a 
large number of persons must be in- 
volved. 
Instructions were sent 
to 


cvory part oE the empire to keep a 
close -watch on all known or suspected 
Nihilists. The magnitude of Ihe task 
maybe appreciated when it is under- 
stood that all of Russia was In a tur- 
moil over the attempt tc destroy the 
head of tlio gorernmen!. 
Literally, 


-thousands of persons, lor 
months, 


were en.cascd in shadowing thousands 
of other pet-sons. 


General Urenteln realized that three 


attempts had been made on the em- 
peror's life within the short period of 
a year, ami ho endeavored to make 
some connection between these vari 
ous plots. He could not help but feel 
that the same persons must have been 
interested in each of the conspiracies. 


In the autumn of 1S7S a mine had 


been laid .at Nlkolnlaff, on the Black 
sea. to blow up the emperor, but. it 
had been discovered by the police and 
the scheme frustrated. The second at- 
tempt was made 'by Anthony Solovleff. 
•u former school teacher. From read: 
ing the theories of socialism, he had 
gradually accepted the doctrines of 
that order and (inally became a Nihil- 
ist. The perseverance ot the man may 
be understood when U is known that 
he learned the trade of blacksmith in 
order that lie. might come into close 
communication with the class of peo- 
ple whose wrongs he sought to right. 
He journeyed to St. Petersburg in the 
summer of 187S for the purpose ot 
killing the emperor. n.-nd haunted the 
palace in order to get the opportunity 
of carrying out his design. 
On the 


second of April. 1S78. 
he 
was 
in 


hiding when Alexander came out to 


j walk up and down the sidewalk in 


.front ot the palace. Solovieff fired four 


j shots at the czar. He was seized im- 
I mediately, tried in the following June 


I and hange'd before tho month was 


over. 


The third attempt on the life of the 


emperor has already been detailed in 
the beginning of this article. . 


Drenteln's first move was to .'make 


a personal investigation of the house 
from whence the tunnel had been'dug 
under the railroad tracks near Mos- 
cow. 
It was a trifle better than a 


peasant's cottage. 
It was sparsely 


furnished, the floors were bare and 
the -beds and tables.and chairs were 
as plain as it was possible to jnake 
them. In the front room he picked, up' 
a- copy of "The Will of the People," 
the organ which 
represented 
the 


"Party of Terror," composed' of 
the 


most extreme..Nihilists. 
.. 


That, in itself, was not a very-tan- 


gible .clew.' Copies of that paper, as 
well an of "Land and Liberty," the or- 
gan of the most conservative Nihilists, 
w«ve constantly being picked' up in
